Director of the Pulitzer School of JournaJism, Columbia University, 


WAS particularly interested in the questions 

of the proprietor of a trade newspaper in this 

dty asking what the qualifications of the 
school were; what would be its cost, and what 
young men could get out of it of value not only 
for. journalism, but for other callings. 
training of the Pulitzer School of Journalism an 
exclusive, specialized course, intended solely for 
one calling, as is the training of a medical school, 
for instance, or does it partake of the general 
value of a college course? 

The Pulitzer School of Journalism offers an un- 


. Gergraduate course with professional training add- 


ed. It was the intention of Mr, Joseph Pulitzer 
in establishing this foundation for the training of 
journalists, to provide the studies which he felt 
would be useful for journalists; first, for young 
men who had had a high school education; and 


second, for those who had had experience in jour- 
nalism. He believed that there were certain 


studies of primary importance to the journalist, 
that he could receive training in the technical work 
of his profession, and that this ought to be open, 
without collegiate tests, either to those who had 
completed the course at the high school or to 
those who had worked long enough in the news- 
paper field to supply by their personal experience 
and its training the same capacity which is pro- 
posed by preparatory studies for college, 

The school is open to both men and women. 
Both can enter from a high school course of four 
years. The technical requirement for admission 
is the same as that imposed on anyone entering 
Columbia or Barnard College or any other of the 
departments of Columbia University. This, tech- 
nically expressed, is 14 points in high school 
studies or the usual four-year high school course, 
in which either two modern languages, German 
and French or either of these with Latin, or Latin 
and Greek, are studied. The management of the 
school strongly recommends combinations with 
Latin. The study of the classics is believed by 


those charged with the conduct of the school to 
be the most valuable training that could be of- 
fered in the mastery of English composition and 


“in the general training of the mind. 


The student must be 17 years old, though in ex- 
ceptional cases students will be admitted at a 


younger age. 
Opening the School. 


HE PULITZER SCHOOL OF JOURNALISM 
2g will not move into its new building until a 
year hence; but the school will open Sept. 

25 next. On that day the school will offer 
ecurses in al? its four years. Those who come di- 
rect from high school will enter the first year. 


' Those who have taken courses in other colleges 
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or in Columbia fitting them for the work of the 


second, third or fourth years, will enter for these 
years respectively. College graduates who have 
taken the degree of A. B. and desire special train- 
ing in journalism will be able to enter for the 
last year. There have already been applications 
of this character and some students wish to treat 


this year as post-graduate work. 


In the first year the student will be subject to 
ordinary college discipline, the young men in Co}l- 
umbia College and the young women in Barnard. 
As will be seen, the school offers four years, the

The Primary Object. 


N providing for its endowment, Mr. Joseph Pu- 

| litzer made public service the chief end of the 

journalist, and the school was todo its work 

by fitting the journalist for | public 
through the exercise of his calling. 

To every journalist his task stands as weighted 
with responsibility for the community. Alike in 
gathering his news and in expressing opinion, he 
represents and speaks not for himself but for the 
ccmmunity, and his whole ability rests on his 
being able to provide the news which will show 
the society of which he is a part its better side 
for encouragement and its worse side for reform. 

It is the work of journalism which has made 
free government possible. It has created the con- 
ditions under which publicity is a more powerful 
deterrent than is punishment. Through it na- 
tions do justice and states are secure in the self- 
government of their citizens. Without it, all the 
benefits of the past would be lost and all the 
progress of the future would cease. This great 
share in the world’s march is the privilege of tho 
journalist, and every man who enters the profes- 
Bion does so aware that he is called to arduous 
labor with inadequate remuneration, but to share 
in the great work of serving the many, anony- 
mously, unknown, without high personal reward, 
but with the perpetual consciousness that he 
thinks for the many, expresses their desires and 
emotions and writes their annals, and that in do- 


munity of whom only an infinitesimal portion 
ever know of his labors, his services, or their re- 
sult. 


The Cost of the Course. 


HE fees are the same as those imposed in 
zi Columbia College—$180 each. forthe first 
and second years, and $160 each for the 
third and fourth years, making a total of $680 in 
fees for the four years, payable as indicated, Also 
the usual fees for registration, for diploma, and 
similar charges which bring the total expenditure 
in fees to about $700 for the four years. 

There is in addition the cost of textbooks, which’ 
the experience of Columbia undergraduates shows 
to be’‘from $10 to $17 a year. The year is 37 
weeks. Rooms in the neighborhood of the univer- 
sity or in its dormitories run from $90 to $180, and 
board from $148 to $255 for the year. The other 
incidental expenses vary with the individual, 

These tuition fees and expenses are, as will he 
seen, higher than in Western institutions in yi]- 
lages or small towns; but they are no larger than 
those of other Eastern institutions in cities. They 
are unavoidably affected by the cost of living in 
the largest city of the country; but they are aiso

Everyone who has had, as I had for four 
hard but happy years as a reporter in New York 
City, a share in the knowledge and the life of a 
great city, which only the reporter has, knows 
that there is no other experience which so in- 
forms a man as to the world in which he lives, so 
auickens his observations and perceptions, go 
widens his horizon, or so stores him with know}. 
eilge and experience of value all through life, as 
intimate acquaintance with all the life of a me- 
tropolis. 

Every student who goes to a university like 
Columbia, on Manhattan Island, secures this tn « 
measure, but the student in the School of Jour.

must in the first place offer the training in 
college subjects needed by the man who is to en- 
ter journalism. And it must, in the second place, 
provide the technical training in reporting, news 
gathering, copy-editing and writing, required by 
the calling itself. The journalist deals with things 
as they are. His work is contemporaneous. He 
needs to know the problems offered by various 
fields of activity in their present condition. This 
is true not only of the journalist, but of that large 
rumber of educated men who are to enter pursuits 
which require immediate contact with affairs, 
with business, with social work, and with the 
work of institutions, corporations and the organ- 
ized forces of society. The journalist needs to 
know about these things because he issconstantly 
writing about them. There are many who need to 
know about these things because they are part of 
them. The whole effort of the course offered by 
the School of Journalism is to multiply the contact 
of the student with the ruling problems of the 
day, to give him an acquaintance with the 
sources of information, to render his knowledge 
contemporaneous, and to give him habits of ac- 
curacy and punctuality, indispensable in the news- 
paper office; and to train him in writing and in 
the use of language to describe what he has seén, 
The usual college course is primarily cultural. Itis 
intended to train those who seek to know the 
foundations of things and who, in various profes- 
sional schools, will learn the application of these 
fundamental principles and the methods of proce- 
dure, the knowledge and special functions of law, 
medicine, theology or other recognized callings. | 


The journalist has a different task, and so of | 


those who are in vocations which are the particu- 
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lar object of newspaper observation and record.. 


In addition, a journalist must be taught so that 
he will be brought in constantly increasing con- 
tact with the work of journalism. 


Will Study Foreign Papers. 


N the studiesof the four-year course, while fa- 
miliar subjects are taken up 43 far as practi- 
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to the demands of the journalist. The first year 
is college year. It has French or German, or a 
student can take both. But these languages will 
not be read as they generally are, in the classics 
of each tongue, but in the daily newspapers. The 
leading newspapers of each country will be taken, 
so as to cover all the aspects of their journalism. 
From France there will be papers intended for 
the cultivated and trained.few, in financial, offi- 
cial, political and literary life, like Le Temps, 
and Les Debats; a boulevard sheet like Figaro, a 
small sheet of universal circulation like Le Petit 
Journal; and the Toulouse Depeche, the best rep- 
resentative of the provincial journalism of France, 
To these will be added other papers giving differ- 
ent aspects of French periodical literature. The 
student wil] study similar representatives of Ger- 
man journalism, the papers of Perlin, which speak 
for the official class, and the opposition papers 
of Frankfort and Augsburg and Cologne, which 
represent provincial life and even a higher culti- 
vation and wider horizon than those of Berlin; 
also newspapers which stand for extreme views, 
like those of the Socialist party. 

These two groups of papers will be read in the 
classroom; they will be studied and criticised by 
pupils, Sight reading of these sheets will be sedu- 
lously “taught. At the end of the year a student 
will be expected to pass an examination in the 
sight reading of any German or French paper. 
For the rest of his course he will be able to use 
French and German books of reference. In read- 
ing these newspapers he will learn much more 
than the tongues which he is studying—the politi- 
cal life of each country, its social organization, 
the literary standards of its press, which in 
France is higher than in any other country, and 


their method ‘in dealing with news, opinion and 
criticism will become known to the student, who 
will be rid of the notion too prevalent in this 
country that American newspapers are the only 
periodicals worth considering. 
Academic Studies. 
HE course in English in this first year will 
| be that taken in any freshmen year—the 
elementary study of American Federal, state 
and municipal government. The student will take 
up these subjects in current news and editorials, 
In this course, besides the information the stu- 
dent will receive, he will get a valuable view of 
the way in which these subjects are reported in 
the daily newspapers, their deficiencies as well as 
the extent to which such reports give a record of 
the working of the government. He will be

him when, as a reporter, he comes in contact with 
the administration of the three branches of 
American Government, national, state and local, 

A course in science will endeavor, in the first 
semester, to review the history of the inorganic 
sciences, especially physics and chemistry, with 
special attention to electricity. This course will 
be given by Prof. Slosson, formerly head of the 
chemical department of the University of Kansas, 
The second half year of this course in science will 
take up the biological sciences and touch upon 
them in their varied ranhge—infusorial life with 
its manifold relations to infection, up to anthro- 
pology. This summary review of science will en- 
deavor to give the student information as to the 
authorities which can be consulted for a fuller ac- 
quaintance, a knowledge of methods and such fa- 
miliarity as will guard him against those vagaries 
which, through ignorance, frequently appear in 


} the columns of the newspaper. 


The course in philosophy will endeavor to give 
the future journalist a general view both’ of 
the philosophical problem and of psychological 
methods. It will necessarily be a rapid and con- 
densed study of the subjects, but it is believed to 
be possible within the space of half a year to 
leave the student with a comprehension of cur- 
rent philosophical problems, so that when books, 
addresses..or artic co befo m in the ac- 
tive years of “See ‘ine st at -ahasitane the 
drift of contemporaneous thought in this field. 

The study of psychology will pay special atten- 
tion to the principles of attention and accurate 
observation, and to philosophy of the crowd or 
the mass, to- which increasing importance is at- 
tached in the explanation of so simple a matter 
as the advertisement and so large a field as the 
action of representative institutions. 


Training in Journalism. 


ITH the second year the student adds to his 
W general studies a practice course in all 
the various forms of writing in journalism, 
with minor assignments which will take up prin- 
cipally the writing which is done in the office. 
This practice work will be continued two years. 
It will embrace special articles, description, some 
criticism of books, the drama and music and a cer~ 
tain amount of editorial writing. Throughout this 
course the effort will be to deal with those sub- 
jects which are uppermost in the current day’s 
newspapers; so that, after having done his work 
on one day, it will be possible for the instructor 
not only to criticise the student’s work as is al- 
ways done in English, but to compare it with the 
sume work as it appears, by trained hands, in the 
New York newspapers. The work of the metro- 
politan newspapers can be utilized not:only for 
comparison and criticism, but when he begins for 
the first time the practical work either of re- 
viewing a book, writing a dramatic notice or de- 
scribing phases of city life, he will understand 
through this method what is needed, and still 
more, what cannot and should not be done. 

In the second and third.years there. will be 
rapid surveys of English and American literature 
such as is a part of every college course, as well 
as a history of the United States and an introduc- 
tion of economics. Contemporaneous European 
history will be studied with special reference to 
men just beginning their work and likely to come 
before the young journalist in his approaching 
years. 

When recent Européan history, since 1848, is 
taken up, it will be carried on by reading impor- 
tant foreign newspapers, using the London Times 
almost as a textbook. 

A brief course in social and administrative sta- 
tistics is intended to acquaint the young journalist 
with the sources of information on population, 
trade returns, and the working of federal, state 
and loca] administration on their statistical side.

The showing on St. Louis’ need for a New 
Industrial Secheol for boys on a site in the coun- 
try gives ground for satisfaction that this im- 
provement is provided for in the budget that 
‘passed the Municipal Assembly on the final day 
of the exhibit. State needs are more generous 
provision for the inmates of the Missouri in- 
dustrial institutions for both boys and girls, and 
an enlargement of the institution for the‘ feeble- 
minded to care for meptelly defective children 
now leading a wretched éxistence in, poorhouses 
and poverty-harassed homes. A grant fer a re- 
formatory for first offenders more than 18 years 
of age should net longer be delayed. That the 
appropriation for the State Board of Corrections 
and Charities should be increased will hardly be 
doubted by those who saw the showing on its 
present meagerness. 

Perhaps not the least of its beneficent influences 
was that bearing on the value of the open 
mind. Political movements touching child wel- 
fare, such as tax reform and woman’s suffrage, 
were vividly presented. Unless the enlighten- 
ment and invigoration of the public mind on 
questions of social and economic betterment re- 
sults in practical] action, the lessons of the ex- 
hibit will be in vain.

‘ ing against typhoid which has given 
* most satisfactory results,” said Prof. 
' Metchnikoff, famous head of the Pas- 
’ teur Institute, to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
* respondent today. 
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The announcement of this important 
discovery was first made by Metchni- 
koff this week in a communication to 
the Academy of Science. Afterward 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent visited 
him in his laboratory and asked for de- 
. tails. 
Calls Method Simple. 
‘"The method is simple, requiring but 
 Vittle time,’”’ said the professor. ‘For 
troops in the field and for all others 
‘ who are unable to take the ordinary 
precautions against typhoia this method, 
‘which has been scientifically demon- 
strated, should be of excellent service. 
It will not do to speak of it as some- 
thing revolutionary, however, as it is 


not a cure for typhoid, but a preventive’ 


of the disease, which is already pre- 

| -yventable by following well-known rules 
regarding the boiling of water, and so 
on. But the vaccination will render 
immune those who are placed in in- 
fected regions where they cannot follow 
hygienic rules.’’ : 

The English Bacteriologist Wright, 
the French savant Prof. Vincent, and 
others, have introduced- more or less 
successful anti-typhoid serums. All 
these vaccines, however, have been pre- 
pared from baccilli no longer alige. hav- 

- ing been generally killed by heat. 

Prof. Metchnikoff sought to prepare 
vaccine from living baccilli placed in 
specially prepared water, made sensi- 
tive or impregnated with a substance 

'- found in the serum of animals that had 
been made immune. For this purpose 
the horse was chosen. The virus thus 
acquired was first used on chimpan- 
zees as being most like men. 

Tried on Human Beings. 

Then the dangerous experiment was 

_ tried on human beings. Two men con- 
‘nected with the Pasteur Institute vwolun- 
teered and.500,000,000 typhoid baccili were 
introduced into the organism of eaci 
.! yolunteer. Little reaction resulting, ten 
days later they were again inoculated 
with nearly three times as many mic- 
robes and again no ill effects were ob 
served. Tests showed they had become 
immune even to the virulent Eberth 
baéoeilli, as they are called. Since then 

44 other persons have been subjected to 
the serum, all with success.

Civic League Wants Affiliation 
of All Organizations Inter- 
ested in Local Matters. 
32,600 PERSONS 
Report Suggests Central Body of 
All Civic, Social, Industrial 
and Religious Societies.

In making public yesterday a plan for 
placing the organizations of St. Louis 
on a co-operative basis, the 


ure 32,600 persons more or less directly 
interested in local public affairs. The 
statement is contained in a printed re- 
port on the formation of a _ central 
clearing house for all civic, social, in- 
dustrial and religious organizations. 

As suggested by the report, such an 


organization would make more efficient 
the work of bodies now seeking the 
same goal, but operating along diver- 
gent and sometimes conflicting lines. 
The proposed clearing house, or cen- 
tral delegate body, would be made up 
from executive committees of federated 
organizations of each class. While no 
one of these organizations would be 


in touch with all the rest, and would 
be in a position to accomplish results 
without friction. 

Although many of the federations al- 
ready have been formed, it was found 
necessary to organize others and place 
them on-a permanent basis before the 
work could proceed. The Conference 
of Federations, last of the bodies to be 
organized, held its initial meeting April 
16. 

The report makes an itemized state- 
ment of the number, purpose, strength 
and scope of the organizations having 
for their objects the upbuilding or im- 
proving of St. Louis and those paying 
more or less attention to public affairs. 
It classifies all organizations according 
to the scope of their activities. 

Whole City Covered, 

Of the city-wide civic associations the 
Civic League is the only one which is 
organized for the general civic and so- 
cial betterment of the community, but 
there are a number of associations 
which cover the whole city in their 
work. In this classification are the 
People’s League, and a number of dele- 
gate bodies made up of small inde- 
pendent organizations. In addition, 
there are six to eight clubs—particular- 
ly women’s clubs and the City Club— 
which take an active interest in public 
affairs. 

In ‘the’-grotp of’ local’ ‘aksociations 
interested primarily in civic affairs 
there are between 30 and 40. Most of 
them have a membership of between 
25 and 100, although a few have. become 
larger. A majority of these associations 
are located in the newer portions of the 
city. Thirty-five to 40 organizations of 
this character have a membership of 
about 5000, and are composed entirely of 
men. There are also between 50 and 60 
School Patrons’ Associations in differ- 
ent parts of the city, whose chief in- 
terest is in the schools, but who, in 
some instances, are interested also in 
the neighborhood conditions. The total 
membership is in the neighborhood of 
3008, 

Non-Sectional Socteties, 

Among the business associations there 


business or section of the city. These 
have a total membership of about 3000. 
According to the report, there are also 
five local associations of business men 
in different parts of the city with a 
membership of approximately 2600. In 
addition almost every line of business 
in the city has its own special organ- 
ization. There are about 50 organiza- 
tions of this kind, such as the manufac- 
turers’ Asociation, Advertising Men’s 
League, Associated Retailers, Real Es- 
tate Exchange, etc., with a total mem- 
bership of about 7000. Included in the 
group of professional associations are 
the architects, engineers, Bar associa- 
tion, Medical Society, Musicians, Mutual 
Benefit Association, and the Accoun- 
tants and Bookkeepers. The total mem- 
bership of this group is 2300. 

The local labor organizations, of 
which there are several] hundred, are 
grouped by the report in the Centra] 
Trades and Labor Union, Building 
Trades’ Council, Metal Trades’ Council, 
the Allied Printing Trades and Brewing 
Workers’ Council, and the Women’s 
Trade Union League. The total mem- 
bership in the labor bodies is about 
60,000. Only the Central Trades and La- 
ber Union takes any active part in gen- 
eral public affairs. The delegates to 
that body number abopt 600. 

Churches of all denominations have 
men’s clubs interested in public affairs. 
The Catholics are represented in a fed- 
eration of 55 societies. The total mem- 
bership in all the church groups inter- 
ested in public affairs is in the neigh- 
borhood of 5000.

Navy -Department Will Test 
Pumps to Keep the Water 


Out of Holds. 


WASHINGTON, May “11-—A com- 
pressed air device for ship-saving is to 
be tried on the battleships North Caro- 
lina and Utah, and experts believe it 
will solve the problem of keeping & ship 
afloat, even when she is 48 badly 
wounded in the vitals as the Titanic. 

The North Carolina is now in the 
Portsmouth navy yard being equipped 
with the new invention, Her comman-~- 
der, Capt. C. C. Marsh, {s confident 
after these devices are installed that the 
North Carolina can hit an iceberg just 
as hard as the Titanic did, be injured 
just as badly and then make port under 
her own steani. 

A practical demonstration of com- 
pressed air’s efficiency was given when 
the gunboat Yankee was sunk. First, 
the pumps were set going, then the suc- 
tion pumps were used. The wrecked 
gunboat was surrounded by a cofferdam 
but the pumps made no impression on 
the water inside the dam. An air lock 
was built on top of the coffer dam and 
compressed air was forced into the wa- 
ter-filled compartment below. The ef- 
fect, according to Capt. Marsh, who was 
one of the board of officers detailed to 
raise the gunboat, was that the water 
“came up like a ball” as soon as the 
air was forced in.

of Gas Lease, Who Retort 
Family Should Pay. 


AMOUNT IS UNDISPUTED 


Defendant Declares Heirs Did. 
Not Inform It of Claimant’s 
Disappearance.

COFFEYVILLE, Kan. May t— 
Whether Axel E. Johnson of Kingman, 
Ariz., is suing his mother, sisters and 
brother or the Kansas Natural Gas Co., 
for $3,000,000 is one of the many legal 
points raised in his claim as “missing 
heir” of his father, John A. Johnson, 
which has been concluded in the District 
Court here except for the filing of briefs 
which have been requested by the Judge 
because of the unusual number of legal 
questions involved. . 

The elder Johnson owned 160 acres of 


ground near this city and on it reared 
Axel, Walter and four daughters, Axel 
left home to seek his «Hs in the 
West 23 years ago, and for eight years 
maintained a correspondence with his 
family and then dropped from. sight. 
Several years ago the father died and 
soon after Mrs. Johnson and her five 
children signed a lease to the Kansas 
Natural Gas Co. permitting that com- 
pany to drill four wells on the farm for 


an annual rental of $600, additional wells. 


to be paid for at the rate of $200 a 
well. Six wells have been drilled and 
the women heirs are receiving $1000 a 
year from the gas company. 

He Sues for $10,000,000, 

In November, 1910, after an unex- 
plained absence of 13 ‘years, Axel, then 
36 years of age, visited his sister in 
Colorado and there met his mother. 
From them he learned of the gas lease 
and he immediately entered suit through 
a Denver firm of lawyers for $10,000,000, 
alleging that the Gas company has will- 
fully wronged him and that he was en- 
titled to the entire output of the com- 
pany, under the rule of law that if a 
person takes another’s property and 
mixes it with his own so that there is 
no means of identification, the sufferer 
is entitled to all. 

This contention was set aside on the 
plea of the Gas company that the stated 
term lease of the Johnson farm made 
meters unnecessary for the wells there 
and that the company was acting in 
good faith. 

Asks One-Twelfth of 83,000,000. 

Defeated on this point, Axel changed 
the demand to $3,000,000, setting this up 
as @ fair estimate of the value of gas

SALOON MEN IGNORE 
‘ LICENSE FORFEITURE 


State Comptroller’s Authority 
Questioned and He Is Pre- 
paring to Make Good. 


AUSTIN, Tex., May 11.—Under a law 
which gives him authority to revoke the 
license granted to any liquor dealer in 
the State for violation of the liquor law, 
W. F. Lane, State Comptroller, has for- 


feited the license of 48 saloon men of 
Galveston, charged with keeping their 
p'aces open on Sunday, “selling liquor 
in defiance of the law.’ 

Muny of the liquor dealers whose li- 
censes were thus forfeited refused to 
accept from the postoffice officials the 
registered notices that their licenses 
had been revoked and are said to have 
cuntinued business without hindrance.

LONDON, May .11.—Thursday’s re- 
duction of the Bank of England rate 
from 3% per cent to 3, and the rela- 
tively strong position now shown in 
the bank's return, are partly due to 
the recent cautious policy, which re- 
sultéd in acquisition of a moderate 
amount of African gold for the re- 
serve, and partly to the return of 
cash temporarily hoarded in_ the 
provinces, on apprehensions of finan- 
cial trouble aris ng from coal strike, 

But the decline in the official rate 
is no argument for permanently 
easier conditions here. Indeed, 
knowledge of the market's depend- 
ence on the bank was possibly one 
cause for the lower rates, the bank 
not desiring unnecessarily to penalize 

rrowers. The monetary situation 
| hinges mainly on the action of the 
Imperial German bank, on its own 
official discount rate. That question 
is still in doubt. 

In regards to your financial mar- 
kets the feeling here is that, if ao 
further disturbance from matters ex- 
traneous to Wall street occurs, 4 
good recovery might reasonably be 
expected.

Improved Weather Conditions 
Increase Optimism of All 
Branches of Trade. 


Sharp. fluctuations have marked 
the cotton contract markets during 
the past week. A rapid decline was 
followed by an advance to within a 
few points of the previous high level, 
the advance being marked by slight 
reactions, Rumors’ of buying and re- 
& by large interests have been 
plentiful and the, market has given 
evidence of much manipulation. 

The spot markets have held steady 
and quotations have not changed as 
much as might be expected from the 
unsettled future markets, Declines in 
quotations have been noted but sell- 
ers claim that in actual transactions 
they are able to ebtain prices not 
much below those prevailing when 
the contract markets were at the 
high point. 

New York future

usual, have been heaviest on declines 
und in that market a disposition is 
‘hown to take advantage of any re- 
‘essions in price. 

Weather Vastly Improved, 

The feature of the market. is the 
veather. Improvement is noted 
hroughout the cotton belt, excepting 
-he flood area along the Mississippi 
tiver where conditions could not be 
vorse, In the flood district, for the 
nost part, conditions are such as to 
\lmost preclude the chance of mak- 
ng a cotton crop this season, In the 
rest of the cotton belt the rainfall 
las been considerably less in volume 
tnd while the weather cannot be said 
‘O be ideal for farm work, improve- 
nent is so great comparatively that 
t much more cheerful feeling pre- 
vails. Should good weather continue, 
great progress in farm work will be 
made, and the underlying moisture 
and warm sunshine will work won- 
ders. towards overcomin the late 
start, It must not be overlooked, how- 
ever, that the start is far behind the 
normal and there will be the usual 
dangers of grags, hot wind and early 
frost to be reckoned with before the 
crop is made. All of these weather 
factors, the increasing or diminish- 
ing demand, and the speculative ten- 
dency, May cause sharp and fgrequent 
fluctuations in the market during the 
next 30 days, 

The dry goods markets continue 
quiet and steady. Demand ts not as 
vigorous as has been the rule, but 
trade is fairly satisfactory and prices 
not prohibitive. The retail trade has 
been somewhat restricted on account 
of the bad weather and moderate 
activity is the rule, Spinners are sold 
pretty well ahead and continue to 
ask full prices for their yarns. Weav- 
ers and knit goods manufacturers are 
complaining about the price of yarns. 
Trade is generally fair. 

Movement Falis Off. 

The movement of cotton has begun 
to fall off sharply. Port receipts are 
about the same as last year; the. ine: 
terior movement is larger. Stocks 


continue to decrease much less than

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HIGH COST OF 
LIVING CLOSES 
A FAMOUS CAFE 


Provisions’ Prices Ate Up All the 
Z Profits of Pechmann’s 
Establishment. 


The high price of provisions has com- 
pelled the Pechmann Bros.’ Hotel and 
Catering Company to close its cafe at 
4295 Olive street and to end its career 
of 30 years of service, a place for fash- 
ionable weddings and receptions in St. 
Louls. This statement was made to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, last night by 
Julius Pechmann, vice-president of the 
firm. 

‘“‘We had all the business we could 
handle,’’’ said he, ‘but for the last two 
or three years we have been unable 
to make any profits. A few years ago 
we could get a dozen chickens for $3.60; 
now they cost $10. Eggs, for which we 
used to pay 10 to 12 cents a dozen, now 
oost 22 cents, and butter, which we used 
to get for 16 cents a pound, now sells 
for 32 to 88 cents or higher. As we 
could not make money under these ex- 
penses, we decided to close our cater- 
ing business.”’ 

Pechmann said that the company 
would continue to operate the hotel.

TAFT SIGNS BILL 
ADDING 27 MILLION 
10) PENSION ROLLS 


Six Members of Congress Present 
When Measure Becomes Law 
Just Before Midnight. 








WASHINGTON, May 11.—President 
Taft at 11:58 o'clock tonight, min- 
utes after his arrival from Princeton, 
signed the pension bill which adds ap- 
proximately $27,000,000 a year to the 
pension roll. 

At the President's elbow, when he af- 
fixed his signature making the act a 
law, were Senators McCumber and Burn- 
ham of the Senate Committee on Pen- 
sions, and Representatives Anderson of 
Ohio, Adair of Indiana, Sherwood of 
Ohio and Russell of Missouri of the 
House Committee on Invalid Pensions, 

The law provides increased pensions 
for 420,96 veterans, according to the 
estimates of the House Conference Com- 
mittee. Every veteran serving 90 days 
more in the naval or military serv- 
ice In the Civil War, who has been hon- 
orably discharged and who is’ over 62 
years old, is cared for by the new law. 

For veterans 62 years and over the rate 
for 9% days’ service is $13 a month and 
tt ranges te $1 a month up to three 
years’ service; for 66 years old and over 
the rate is $15 a month, §j 90 days, and

his memory of his past life has re- 
turned as a result of the relief of a 
pressure on his brain, still declares he 
is the real George Kimmel, the missing 
banker of Arkansas City, Kan. He 
again today told of new incidents 
which he said were brought back to 
memory by the operation, each of which 
is put forward by the claimant to prove 
that he is Kimmel. 

A week ago last Wednesday the claim- 
ant was operated upon by Dr. Loren 
Wilder, one\of the most eminent brain 
specialists in this country. The case 
caine to Dr. Wilder through: Mrs. Maud 
Quigley, the chum of Mrs. William 
Larden of Duluth, Minn., who had been 
ngaged to Kimmel, when she was Mabel 
Findlay of Niles, Mich. Some time ago 
Mrs. Quigley was operated upon by Dr. 
Wilder. 

Mrs. Quigley found the claimant and 
took him to Dr. Wilder. She wanted 
to tell him the history of his case, but 
the doctor refused to listen, he has since 
said, for the reason that he was inter- 
ested in the operation only. . 

Before the operation Dr. Wilder ex- 
plained to the claimant that it was 
most unusual and very delicate, and 
that-he was taking his life in his 
hands. The patient assured the doctor 
that if the operation would benefit him 
in restoring his memory he was willing 
to take the chance. 

There were scars on the patient’s 
neck and back of his head. The doctor 
diagnosed the trouble as a depression 
of the skull, which was caused by the 
skull having been fractured. 

“Immediately after the operation, 
while Kimenel was coming out of the 
ether,’ said the doctor, “I saw the 
good effects of the operation. The 
man started to talk. He proceeded 
to relate names of the men who, he 
said, slugged him. I sent all out of 
the room and made a memorandum of 
all he said, with which I will con- 
front him when I think he is well 
enough to stand the strain of cross- 
examination. I noticed that the brain 
was being released and that his mem- 
ory was returning to him,’ 

‘IT fully. belleve the man is Kimmel, 
for I can’t imagine any impostor taking 
the chances he did. It will do no good 
to question him now, because his brain 
needs time to expand and develop into 
its normal condition. 

“Shortly after the operation Kimmel’s 
cousin, Mrs. Harper, visited the patient 
at the hospital and claimed that he 
was the real George Kimmel.” 

Mrs. Quigley, who is playing at one 
of the Chicago theaters with her hus- 
band, feels certain the claimant is the 
real Kimmel. 

She was with the claimant on a car 
some years ago when Kimmel’s sister 
entered the car, Mrs. Quigley said: 
“When Kimmel’s sister entered the car 
she refused to recognize her brother. I 
Gid not know her, but Kimmel pointed 
ber out. I was instrumental in bring- 
ing George to Dr. Wilder, and I stick 
to him now the same as I always have, 
The day after the operation; his face 
broke outrirm smiles and his troubles 
seemed to:Jeave him. He carrie@ a look 
of relief, his eyes becam*? radiz 
he began to look like hirnself.”’ 

Attorneys Visit Claimant 

F. L. Judson, attorney for th 
York Life Insurance Co., and tl 
agent, Attorney O’Brien, visited 
claimant, and were delighted with kis 
appearance. They started to St. Louis. 
They denied that they came to inter- 
view Kimmel on his past. 

Dr. Wilder received a reply to the 
ictter he had:written to the supposed 
wnele of Kimmel, Dr. O. 8S. Wood, of 
Omaha. The answer states that he is 
not an uncle to Kimmel but a third 
cousin. The letter of Dr. Wood in 
part states: 

“T am glad that Kimmel submitted 
himself for operation to you. My plan 
would be for the next two months not 
to ask him any questions nor to refer 
to the past years. Just let him visit. 
Let him work himself out.” 

The cialmant was visited by C. H. 
Johnson, a boyheod chum of Kimmel in 
Niles, Mich. He had not seen Kimmel in 
years, Hearing about the operation, he 
decided to visit the patient. When he 
entered the patient’s room, at the Robert 
Burns Hospital, he exclaimed to the 
doctor: “My God, it ts George Kim- 
me] !’’ 

The claimant told how fond he had 
been of baseball and how he had enjoyed 
the dances at the Miam! Ciulb in Niles.

“T saw George Kimmel in the. hospital 
for a few moments,” said Attorney Jud- 
fon yesterday. ‘While I did not have 
any extended talk with him, as in his 
condition that was impracticable, I was 
impressed with the very decided im- 
provement in his appearance and ration- 
ality.

Work to Begin at Once 


on the Public Free Golf. 
Links in Forest Park AND SAN FRANCIS 





Commissioner Davis Says Green 
in Forest Park Will Be Opened 
in Month. 


Work will begin tomorrow on the 18- 
hole public golf links in Forest Park, 
according to Park Commissioner Davis. 
The green will be opened to the public 
within a month. The passage of the 
annual appropriation bill Friday night 
by the Municipal Assembly assures the 
construction of the public golf course, 
long advocated by the Post-Dispatch. 

Work will be begun on eight base- 
ball grounds and 12 tennis courts, which 


will be open in about two weeks. The 
appropriation for the golf links, base- 
ball fields, and tennis courts in Forest 
Park is $15.000. 

The immense athletic field containing 
the links, baseball grounds and tennis 
courts will be in the level plateau in 
front of the old Lindell pavilion near 
the De Baliviere entrance to the park. 
It is planned -to reconstruct the pa- 
vilion into an. ornamental locker house 
for the convenience of tnose wno play 
golf, baseball or tennis on the nearby 
field, at a later date. 

Davis plans to allow the public to 
use the temporary 18-hole golf greer 
this summer without the permanent 
Dunkers and obstructions of perma- 
nent links. These will be constructec 
next winter and will be in readiness for 
tlie opening of the next season. 

Attendants in Charge. 

Those who desire to play golf on the 
new grounds may do so at a slight ex- 
pense, Davis told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. Many may practice on the 
grounds so that they may become more 
expert by the time the permanent links, 
are completed. This can be done with 
only two or three clubs, he said, cost- 
ing not more in the aggregate than 
$1.50 or $2. It is not necessary to pur- 
chase an expensive equipment. 

Each player must furnish his own 
golf sticks and balls. Rules for the 
players and restrictions which will pre- 
vent overcrowding the grounds will be 
prepared by the Park Department be- 
fore the green is thrown open to the 
public. Attendants will be in charge 
to assure the safety and convenience 
of the vlayers.

Daylight Thief’s Busy Career in 
County Stopped by Arrest 
in the City. 


TELLS RECORD FOR DRUG 


Man Pardoned by Hadley Posed 
as Salesman to Learn When 
Family Was Away. 


In a costume composed of the coat 
and vest of a perfectly tailored full- 
dress suit, a pair of rumpled gray trou- 
sers and a dilapidated slouch hat, Ed- 
ward Helman, 33 years old, committed 
100 or more daylight burglaries in St. 
Louls County in the last five months, 
according to a confession he made to 
detectives at police headquarters last 
night. Helman estimated the value of 
his ‘loot at $1000, but said he sold the 
property for about $100 and spent nearly 
all of the proceeds for morphine. 

The coat and vest were stolen last 
December from Hamilton Gibson, 2 Syl- 
van place, Kenwood Springs, for whom 
Helman was shoveling snow. Helman 
said he had worn them every day since 
then and their appearance verified his 
assertion. Gibson went to headquar- 
ters and identified both Helman and the 
clothing. 


Detectives Kaiser and McCarthy saw 
Helman at Seventh and Market streets 
Friday night and his sartorial effect 
was so bizarre that they took him to 
headquarters for investigation. There 
he said he was J. J. Howard, a sales- 
man, but after spending nearly 24 hours 
in the holdover he admitted that was 
not his name and told the detectives 
he would reveal his record if they 
would give him some morphine. 


Confesses Record and Burglaries. 

They gave him a harmless prepara- 
tien resembling the drug and he dis- 
closed his identity, adding that as “‘Kid 
Ray’’ he had served 12 years in the Mis- 
souri penitentiary for burglary. Hel- 
man said he committed the county rob- 
beries by posing as a salesman or so- 
licitor. He would knock at a door, he 
said, and if anybody answered he would 
solicit an order for coffee or groceries. 
If nobody appear: 1, he broke into the 
house and carried away clothing, sil- 
verware, jewelry, money or whatever 
valuables he found, he said. 

A burglar’s operations in Kirkwood 
in March were so extensive that the 
citizens formed a vigilance commit- 
tee to capture or kill him, the police 
say. Helman said that he was there 
at that time and “worked” the town 
heavily. 

Two hauls he made were at the 
home of “Edward Donohoe. 3411 Ox- 
ford avenue, Maplewood, and the res- 
idence of. S. E. «Jones, in Parkland 
place, St. Louis County. These places 
yielded $150 and $200, respectively, 
he said, the loot consisting principal- 
ly of clothing, jewelry and _ &ilver- 
ware. 

Helman disappeared from Kenwood 
Springs after Gibson had given him 
$1.50 to buy a Christmas dinner, Gib- 
son told the police. He was supposed 
to return and resume his labors, but 
failed to do so. Then Gibson inves-

All Election Promises Fulfilled. 
S islative results, that all of the 
election promises of our party that 
I have referred to have already been 
fulfilled. The House rules have been 
liberalized; the bill compelling the pub- 
lication of campaign expenses has. been 
passed; the constitutional amendments 
providing for the popular election of 
United States Senators has been passed 
by the House; distinct progress has been 
made in the economical handling of the 
great national supply bills and a splen- 
did record has been made in the revis- 
ion of the tariff downward to a revenue 
basis. 

The first tariff bill passed by this Con- 
‘gress was the Canadian Reciprocity 
Agreement. This bill was signed by the 
President and was fully in accord with 
Demo¢ratic principles, reducing as it 
did the tariff duties on food products 
and the necessities of life. When this 
bill was pending before the House 6f 
Representatives in April, 1911, I said: 

This bill marks the end of an 
era in the economic life of the 

Nation. Why? Not that the im- 

mediate @esults will be farreach- 

ing, but because it takes one step 

.in the right direction, a step away 

from the exclusive protective 

policy, a step toward an honest 
competitive policy. The advo- 
cates of the Republican policy of 
protection have always hereto- 
fore insisted that reciprocal trade 
agreements should only be made 
to effect non-competing products. 

This bill embraces in its terms, 
competitive products of both na- 
tions and recognizes the Demo- 
cratic position that no tariff law 
is either warranted or just that 
protects the profits of the pro- 
ducer and déstroys honest com- 
petition. 

In the passage of this bill the Dem- 
ocratic House demonstrated that they 
could rise above partisanship and 
stood ready to give a willing support 
to measures proposed by their politi- 
cal adversary whenever those meas- 
ures could be reconciled with the 
principles of the Democratic party. 

It is not possible in a newspaper 
article to go into all the‘ details of 
the various tariff legislation that has 
been passed by this Congress. It is 
sufficient to say that the second bill 
that was passed by Congress was a 
bill placing on the free list agricul- 
tural implements, bagging used by 
farmers cotton ties, leather, boots, 
shoes, harness, barbed and © other 
fencing wire, fresh and préserved 
meats, flour and grist, cereals and 
bread, lumber, lathes and shingles, 
sewing machines and salt. 

The total amount of these com- 
modities consumed by the American 
people in each year amounts to $2,- 
700,000. Assuming that the tariff is 
effective in increasing prices to the 
extent of one-half the rate of duty 
the burdens carried by the people be-

27 per cent; a reduction of the tariff 
burdens ‘under this one scedule from 
not less than $200,000,000 to about 
$112,000,000 for a year, or a saving of 
about $88,000,000 for a 12-month 
period. ' 

We passed a very thorough revision 
of the metal schedule. It reduced the 
ad valorem rate of duty*from 33 per 
jowns on imports of 1910 to 22 per cent. 
This indicates a saving tv the Amer- 
ican consumer in the course of a year 
of more than $80,000,000. 

The chemical schedule passed by 
the House at this session df Congress 
made a thorough overhauling of this 
very antiquated schedule. The bill 
not. only corrects the numerous de- 
Ifects in the. elassification of the 
schedule, but makes a systematic ad- 
justment of rates in the life of the 
present industrial conditions of the 
various business as well as in the in- 
terest of the consumer. 

The revision of the chemical sched- 
ule if enaeted into law, would effect 
a saving to the American consumer of 
about $17,000,000 annually.

The consumption of sugar 1n conti- 
nental United States amounféd in 1911 
to about 7,663,000,000 pounds, and the ap- 
plication of 1% cents a pound to this 
consumption affords an estimated sav- 
ing to the American consumer from 
placing sugar on the free list of not 
less than $115,000,000. 


Sugar Bill’s Significance. 
DO not believe that any bill has been 

| presented to the country, or will 
be presented, that more “clearly 
marks the dividing line between the two 
great political parties than does the bill 
placing sugar on the free list. The Re- 
publican members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, contending that we would 
destroy a great industry; that this in- 
dustry has a vested right in the taxes 
levied at the custom houses. The po- 
sition the Republican party has always 
taken is that such taxes are for the 
benefit of industries and going one step 
further it is but natural for them to 
recognize a vested interest In the power 


privileges. On the other hand, the Dem- 
ocratic party has never contended that 
it is legitimate to levy taxation for any 
other purpose than to raise revenue for 
the support of the Government of the 
United States. We have never recog- 
nized any man or any industry as own- 
ing the vested right in their power to 
tax the American people. 

We passed through the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and it is now pending ih 
the Senate of the United States, a bili 
providing for the extension of the cor- 
poration tax law so as to include tndi- 
viduals, firms and c0O-partnerships. Ii 
is estimated that it will produce more 
revenue than was sacrificed by placing 
sugar on the free list, or the reductions 
made in the other tariff bills that we 
passed through the House, and will 
accomplish further the very desirable 
purpose of transferring tax burdens

Under a system of national taxation 
based wholly on consumption, wealth 
necessarily escapes its fair share of the 
burden of supporting the Governmens.’

Mrs. Mathilda Dahm Had Be- 
queathed Part of Estate to 
Brothers and Nephews. 





A jury in Judge Allen’s court yester- 
day set aside the will of Mrs. Mathilda 
Dahm, who died Noy. 19 last at her 
home, 310 Shenandoah avenue. By the 
verdict Mrs, Dahm’s entire estate, worth 
$20,000, wills go, without restriction, to 
her daughter and sole heir, Mrs. Ida El- 
liott of Boston, plaintiff in the suit. The 


testatrix bequeathed $2000 to her brother, 
Rudolph Metten of Helena, Mont., and 
$2500 each to her nephews, Charles Het- 
tel of 3507 Pestalozzi street and William 
Hettel of 38547 Utah street. The rest 
of the estate was placed in trust of the 
two nephews for the benefit of Mrs. 
Elliott during her life, and, at her death, 
the will provided it should go to her son. 
William Hettel was appointed executor 
without bond. 

Undue influence on the part of the 
brother and nephews and Mrs. Dahm’s 
mental incapacity to make a will were 
alleged by the daughter. Testimony in 
the case was that Charles Hettel, on 
being told of his aunt’s serious illness, 
visited a lawyer and made arrange- 
ments foy a will. The document was 
executed two days before her death. 
Neighbors testified that Mrs. Dahm 
was semi-délirious in her last illness. 
[Leo Rassieur Jr., the lawyer who pre- 
pare@ the will, testified that her mind 
was sound when she signed it. Judge 
Allen instructed the jury there was no 
evidence of undue influence. 

The defense alleged that Mrs. Dahm 
put her daughter's share of the estate 
in trust becauge of a dislike for the lat- 
ter’s husband. The nephews said their 
aunt was fond of them because they 
had attended to her business affairs 
and aided her in making investments, 
They did not expeét. or_want compen- 
sation for this, they said. The jury 
stood 10 to 2 against the will.

OYSTER BAY, WN. Y., May i1— 
Against the advice of many of his ad- 
visers, Col. Roosevelt will depart Mon- 
day night for @ week’s campaign in 
Ohio. This course was not decided on fi- 
nally until this afternoon, ag there had 
been a hot fight in the Roosevelt camp 
as to the ethics of his appearing in a 
hand-to-hand battle with Taft in: the 
President’s own State. 

Roosevelt himself was not particu- 
larly anxious to make the fight a per- 
sonal one there. Now, however, that 
his advisers have decided upon the trip 
Roosevelt will visit every county in the 
State, and he says he will fight his 
hardest. Some of his closest friends 
have been told by him that he will 
make slight reference to President Taft 


the lines he has adopted in some of his 
previous speeches before Taft made the 
first personal attack. 

When Roosevelt was shown a story 
to the effect that his campaign in New 
York State had cost so much that the 
expenses averaged $5 for every vote 
cast, he motioned to Oscar Straus, who 
was a guest at Sagamore Hill, and said 
jestingly: 

“There's Mr. Straus. Let’s go over 
and ask him if he’ got five dollars for 
his vote.” 

Roosevelt would make no further com- 
ment on the story, When asked his 
opinion regarding the bill of Congress- 
man Clayton, Hmiting the term of a 
President to six years with a prohibi- 
tion of a second term, Roosevelt re- 
plied: 

“I have been asked to commit myself 
upon all kinds of tom fool propositions 
and I presume this is another one of 
them, There is nothing for me to say.” 

On his Ohio trip Roosevelt speaks 
Tuesday night in Cantorl. Wednesday 
his leading speech will be at Dayton 
and Thursday at Cleveland. He wii 
make short addresses in virtually every 
town of importance in the State. 


JOHN D. INTERESTS 
FOR T. R., CHARGE 


WASHINGTON, May 1i11.—It has been 
reported frequently in Washington that 
the Rockefeller railroad and banking 
interests were behind Col, Roosevelt, 
but the direct charge has not been made 
by persons in authority until today, 
when the following statement was is- 
sued from Taft headquarters: 

‘Within the last week a prominent 
railroad president, an officer of a 
Rockefeller bank and a representative 
of the Harriman interests have been 
touring the West and leaving with their 
friends ‘‘confidential”’ information that 
the ‘Interests’ are behind Roosevelt, 
that the interests are putting up the 
money for his campaign, and that a plan 
is on foot to handle the Taft délegates 
in the South and to add to them the La 
Follette and Cummins delegates.”’

PARIS, May pitino te Ferrero, in 
a long leading article in the Figaro of 
this morning, discusses the controversy 
between President Taft and ex-Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. The Italian historian 
takes no sides in the conflict, content- 
ing himself with a survey of the Amer- 
ican. political situation, affirming that 
“Europe cannot afford to remain indif- 
ferent to this battle of presidential can+ 
didates which is stirring the United 
States with passion at the present mo- 
ment.”’ 

Signor Ferrero continues: 

‘It marks a crisis in the Republican 
party. Opinion is unanimous. that never 


had such excellent chances for success 
as in the coming elections. The rupture 
of the Republican party is the effect of 
the moral and social crisis, which has 
been developing in the United States 
for several years. 

“Represents Centralization.” 
“The Republican party gains its chief 
strength from the Wealthier classes. It 
represents the principle of centralized 
authority, advocating protectionism, oc- 
cupying itself with military questions 
and foreign affairs favoring expansion. 
The Democratic party is less arbitrary, 
more devoted to the principle of fed- 
eration, with free trade and pacific in- 
it devotes itself more readily 
to social reforms and to protection of 
the laboring classes, rather than to 
military questions. 

“In the last five or six years signs of

It 
is a tradition in railroad circles that it 
is @ custom of Hill to sign up an ex- 
ecutive officer for five years, usually at

by Hill within six months or a year, 
he is discharged and paid the full 
amount due him under the contract. 

Gray will succeed James J. Hill's 
son as president of the Great Northern 
system, extending from St. Paul to the 
Pacific Coast. Having been placed in 
this position. by the keenest judge of 
railroad men in the United States, Gray 
becomes at once one of the most im- 
portant figyres in the railroad circles of 
the country. 

One of Carl R. Gray’s greatest assets 
in his success in the railroad world has 
been his wife, according to their friends. 

Mrs. Gray is an energetic woman with 
a name for instilling her friends and 
those close about her with ambition. 
While Gray was working to the top of 
the railroad ladder Mrs. Gray was giv- 
ing her time to philanthropy and private 
charity and making herself felt’ as a 
force in the struggle to better the con- 
dition of working girls.

The Southwest has furnished a new 
pugiiistic “hope’’—how long he will re- 


main as such it is too early to predict. | 
His name is Luther McCarty; 20 years 
of age, 6 feet 4 inches tall, weighs 230 
pounds, a mixture of Irish and Indian, 
and he was born on St. Patrick’s day. 

McCarty has not been fighting very 
long. His record, therefore, is abbre- 
viated and of no consequence. The sin- 
gle excéption noted was a knockout of 
Carl Morris, the original “‘white hope,” 
and this is sufficient to make up for a 
long Ust of inconsequential battles, and 
is the shortest cut to fame achieved 
by a pugilist since the time of Jack 
Monroe. 

What no other man had accomplished 
McCarty did in less than six rounds by 
making Morris oversleep the period al- 
lowed him by the rules. Jim Flynn, 
now matched to fight for the cham- 
pionship of the world, had tried to do 
this, and failed; so had Al Palzer, and 
so had Jim Stewart, and so had some 
others. 

Morris Lacks the Spark. 

Morris is young, and has not been 
fighting long enough to be going back. 
He is just as good as he ever was, but 
his training and experience should have 
made him better than he its, if he pos- 
sessed natural ability. He lacks fight- 
ing brain and spirit. He is game enough, 
strong enough and big enough; but he 
knows neither when to fight, nor how, 

Since Morris burst upon the fistic 
horizon in September, 1910, stepping 
down from the cab of an engine with 
the avowed purpose of “avenging the 
defeat of Jim Jeffries, and. bringing 
back the championship to the white 
race,” he has taken some rare beatings, 
but his following, while admitting de- 
feat, have carefully added the state-,

ANIMALS KEPT THREE DAYS}, 


Experts Declare Hot Season | 
Does Not Increase the Dan- 
ger of Hydrophobia. 


If you have a dog you value highly, 
for financial or other reasons, you had 
better keep him indoors or put a muzzle 
on him every time he is turned loose 
to run about the streets. 

Failure to observe one of these pre- 
cautions may cause you to lose your 
pet, as the ruling of the Board of 


Health that all dogs running at large 
shall wear muzzles from May 1 to Octo- 


ber 1 each year is being enforced by} 


dog catchers who work under the direc- 
tion of City Marshal Weinbrenner. 

Unmuzzled dogs are taken to the 
pound and held three days. Then, if 
the owners fail to appear and pay a 
fine of $3,50, the animals are killed: 
This applies to all dogs, whether cur 
or bench show prize winner 
whether licensed or not. 

Summer Muzzle Rule a Joke 

The ruling requiring dogs to. be 
muzzled in the summer and 4@arly fall 
appears to be a relic of the days when 
hydrophobia was supposed to be epi- 
demic in hot weather only. As a mat- 
ter of fact, there are as many dogs 
stricken with hydrophobia in winter as 
at any other time of the year, accord- 
ing to veterinarians. 

“I find more cases of hydrophobia 
in winter than in summer,’’ said Dr. 
Charles Ellis, who has a dog hospital 
at 4159 Laclede avenue. “I have had 
30 cases of the disease here since last 
October. 

“The belief that heat and lack of 
water produce hydrophobia is erroneous 
and on that account our ru'ing «as to 
the muzzling of dogs is almost a joke. 
Hydrophobla is caused only by bites 
from an animal which has the disease, 
or by the saliva of such an animal 
getting into the blood through an 
abrasion. i 

Should Be Muzsled All Year. 

“Dogs that, run at large should be 
|muzzled the year around. It is not a 
hardship if the muzzles are of the prop- 
er size, shape and weight. Such a pre- 
caution would save the lives of both 
men and dogs. 

“Once the disease develops there is no 
cure for it. Dogs in which hydrophobia 
symptoms are undoubtedly present 


| should be disposed of at once. A dog 


known to have been bitten by a rabid 
animal should be given the Pasteur 
treatment immediately. That prevents 
development of the disease. I have 
saved many dogs by its application.”’ 

Dr. D. L. Harris, City Bacteriologist, 
in recently calling the attention of the 
Post-Dispatch to the widespread preva- 
lence of hydrophobia in this country, 
said the disease could be stamped out 
completely in a few months if strict 
rules requiring dogs to be muzzled were 
rigidly enforced. Failure of the au- 
thorities to make and enforce such rules 
the year around, he gaid, is a negli- 
gence that virtually amounts to crime.

wos HAT succession of errors and weaknesses, which for centuries seems 
to have buried even the memory of France, does not prevent the 
lingering of some trace of her throughout the entire valley of 
the Mississippi, some touch of her spirit. This andoubtedly does 
not appear to the traveler who has good reasons not to believe 
in the existence, far less the survival, of this spirit; the traveler 
who expects to see in the United States only the land of dollars 
and pork dealers, the man who, in general, meets only those like 





himself and judges all the others by them. 

Yet it is easy to understand that a double curtain is in- 
terposed between the ignorance of the foreign visitor and the 
reality of the country through which he is passing; first the 

front walls of the. houses, which are usually closed to him, then the reserve of the in- 
habitants living within these walls, when by chance he penetrates them. How many 
travelers know nothing of the countries they cross except the moroseness of museum 
attendants and the perpetual smile of hotel waiters; or else the rudeness of railroad 
employes, or the tricks of some unprincipled customer, if he is acting as a merchant! 

How many travelers also abuse their anonymity by permitting themselves every 
liberty in a foreign country, as if no one saw them, on pretext that they do not un- 
derstand anything that is passing around them! How often they make themselves 
ridiculous or awaken hostility, scatter their path with retaliations neompTvnetene 
to those who come after them! 

I remember the mortification of an English statesman, a friend of France, when

I might have passed President Brookings frequently without discovering in him 
one of the numerous. representatives of American idealism; but I had the good 
fortune to be his guest. He is a bachelor. I can speak of his fireside without bring- 
ing in his family and thereby embarrassing him. He will pardon me if I profit by 
these exceptional circumstances to take him as an argument. I should poorly appre? 
ciate the kindness he lavished upon me if I did not try to trace my gratitude even 
farther than he, to his country, 

R. BROOKINGS is a young man of 60. Tall, slender, erect, aristocratic, wealthy, 
he has everything which can ruin a man’s charm and fortune; but he has 
what saves everything, a heart in the right place. Knowing him only in- 

directly, I had expected to remain in his house but one day and go from there to 
Winnipeg; but the proximity of the Canadian elections, the very sharp attack of which 
the Prime Minister, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, was already the object, the fear of being mixed 
up, without intending it, by the mere delivery of my lectures, in the campaigns ardent- 
ly directed against him, determined me to ehange my plans. I gave up Winnipeg, and 
lingered in St. Louis, the Paradise of American hospitality. 

Honorary President of the University of St. Louis (the author evidently means 
Washington University), R. Brookings is a_ retired merchant, what would he called in 
France by a term untranslatable into English, and especially into American, a ‘‘rent- 
ier,’’ a person living on his income. He is the practical idealist—the good shepherd, 
the higher guide of whom I have found numerous types in every American city; do 
‘not regard him as an exception. His activity is turned into a single channel—to 
serve his country, the United States, his city, and the University of St. Louis. 

A good citizen, first of all, he is himself the outcome of several races: English 
by name, by his experience of large business enterprises, with Spanish or Southern 
blood in his veins, with the profile of a great Arab chief, and the vigorous’ acutenes» 
of a French pioneer. And here is the curtain which’ would conceal this American 
from us if we had not entered his home. 

Like many of his countrymen, President Brookings knows France, loves France, 
reads French, knows our best authors by heart, and yet he refuses to speak French. 
Timidity, false shame, is frequent in the Anglo-Saxon countries, especially among the 
men, for the women are bolder. It is an insular and childish fault, even more appar- 
ent in England, where it is without excuse, than in America. 1 will pause for an 
instant to dwell upon a question so. important for the progress of international re-

SIDE from a few exceptions, the English have made it a point of honor to 
speak only their own language; they cultivate this inferiority as a refinement 
of social elegance and patriotic superiority. Foreigners can speak English, if 

they nec it. 

- Many Americans have inherited from the English this voluntary inferiority. The 
‘majority of those whom I meet, not in Paris, where the colony of ultra-refined 
American men and women whom we know has been formed, but in the provinces, at 
my home, where they make a brief stop in their swift trips, bring America with 
them; they travel together, talk together, know no one except themselves.

ten the following account of his work: 

BY DR. RUDOLPH DIESEL, 
Inventor of the Oil-Burning Fngine. 
HE great age of steam is nearing its eua 
and will be followed by the age of oil. 
Oil is already displacing steam and is 
certain to oust it altogether, because oil is a 
cheaper, better servant, or better siave, than 
steam. 

Modern civilization, like that of Greece. and 
Rome, can no longer live by its own labor. It 
depends on the slave labor of engines. Stop 
the great “prime movers” which toil in the 
cellars of factories, grind out electricity, send 
railroads across the continents, ships over the 
ocean, and the human race would starve an1 
die by swarms like flies in autumn. The re- 
mainder would be condemned forever to work to: 
the bare necessities of life. 

Man must have his slaves, but he can choose 
among them those that ask the least of him and 
give the most. The oil engine takes up less room, 
consumes less fuel, demands less supervision and 
is less particular about what it consumes than 
any other engine in the world.

The Diesel engine suffers neither ignition nor 
carburation troub'es for the same ieason that a 
snake is not boihered with gout. ihe oil engine 
does not depend cn any sparking device, as does 
the gasoline eng:ne, nor any red-hct ball, as does 
the kerosene motor. The Diesel compresses pure 
air in its cylincers, not an explosive mixture of 
gas and vir. The air is comp cs3s- to a degree 
which raises its temperature far above the burn- 
ing point of oil.

Bonnot was an auto bandit to the ena. His 
final fortress was a gerace, where he was be- 
sieged and received 12 bullet wounds, and he 
died, cursine the police, in an automobile on the 
way to prison.

One of the members 
cuptured had chec*boo*s and accourts showing 
thit he was the official treasurer. He invested 
[the stolen funds. He arranged for the sale of 
rhords or other negotiable papers to brokers in 
ditferent parts of Europe. These were business 
bandits, and, thoush Bonnot was an avowed an- 
archist, he insisted upon system in the manage- 
ment of the loot. ; 

Since the days of the Commune Paris has not 
known such excitefhent as p’evailed on the last 
Sunday in April. when the final police round-up 
of the bancit chief and several of his leading 
lientenants too rleece. 

The garage of Cho'sy-le-Roi, six miles south of 
Paris. in which Bonnet and TPDubois, another 
notorio::s anarchist. took final refuge, was blown 
up by d: namite, after « Jarge force of genda: mes, 
Republican Guards and Wregineers and a detach- 
ment of soldiers had bombarded it. A crowd esti- 
mated at 10,900 witnessed the battle from safe 
points of vantage. Tie two bandits fired hun- 
dreds of shots from the windows. When the po- 
lice entered the wrecked garage after the explo- 
sion Dubois was dead and Bonnot dying. After 
the battle 200,000 Parisians, according to the es- 
timate, streamed out to Choisy-le-Roi to survey 
the scene. 2 

The auto bandits, in their brief but bloody 
career, were armed with the latest carbines and 
automatic revolvers. Bonnot had four revolvers 
and a carbine when he was killed. Some of the 
officials believe that the bandits owned motor 
cars, but such ownership was not 
necessary in order for them to carry 
ont a robberey plot. 

There are plenty of high-powered 
automobiles on the boulevards of £0 
Paris and the suburban highways. NN 
It was a mere matter of shooting the 
chauffeur and other occupants of the 
ca’ selected as most likely to show 
seed and endurance. Then the out- 
laws climbed in, Bonnot took the 
wheel and the machine dashed 
straight to the bank chosen for loot- 
ing. Once there, swift and sinister 
was their work. 

One of the latest crimes of the 
,Bonnet-Garnier gang was the rob. 








As the snlendid machine was 
road-mender’s hut three men 
stepped fo: ward and waved their handkerchiefs 
as a signal to stop. Martinet slowed down. One 
man, tall and dark, garbed in biack, approached 
and said:

Martinet had no time to remonstrate, even had 
he elected to do so.

The bullet went 
throuzh the heart of the chauffeur, who pitched 
to the road, dead.

On it 
sped until Chantilly was reached. Meanwhilk 
vervaise and the road-mender had loaded the body 
of Martinet and the wounded Cerisel into the 
‘art and took them into Montge on, where they 
save the alarm.

The Chantilly Bank Robbery. 


shantilly, charming, historic, serene, was 
vgused at about 10:30 o'clock in the morninz 
en the big blue and yellow motor car flashed 
to the town. On the outskirts it passed a local 
orse trainer, who says he made a mental note 
aat the occupants must be the notorious motor- 
ar bandits. The driver, whom the police call 
‘he phantom chauffeur,” knew his route to the 
ch. He guided the machine straight to the 
ranch bank of the Societe venerale, halting in 
front of the door. 
Four of the six bandits alighted and entered the 
bank. The driver kept his seat, tne wheel in hi: 
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hands, a carbine between his knees. At the uoo~ 
of the tonneau remained the sixtn desperado, 
heavily armed. 

Inside we bank, as at the road-mender’s hut. 
the outlaws hesitated not an instant Joseph 
Trinquet, cashier; Raymond Legendre, his as- 
sistant, and a boy of 16 named Guibert were the 
only employes present. Without a word of chal- 
lenge the bandits opened tire wWic.. their re- 
volvers. Young Guibert fell to the floor with 
two bullets in his shoulder. The cashier, shot 
through the heart, fell upon the prostrate forri 
of young Guibert. 

Legendre, the assistant cashier,,a youth of 19 
with a young wife at home, was the only one left. 
He was brave. He tried to protect the bank’s 
funds. Springing over the body of the cashier, 
he attacked the bandits with his fists. Three bul- 
lets struck him, the deadly automatics popping 
simultaneously. He sank to the ‘oor, dying.

Over the counter the bandits leaped. Pac':ets 
of banknotes by handfuls they snatched up. Rolls 
of gold and silver coin they thrust into their 
pockets. They tried to work the combination 
lock in the safe, but could not. With v.neir booty 
they walked calmly out of the bank, closing the 
decor behind them. 

The town was astir. The cudden arrival of the 
automobile, left with armed men in charge; -the 
fusillade of shots inside the bank, the dreadful 
screams of Guibert as he lay upon the floor pin- 
ioned by the body of the cashier, ait had served 
to draw startled citizens to the scene. 

Entering the car the bandits began firing at 
everyone they saw. Women poked tneir heads 
from windows and ducked back waen bullets 
plupped against the walls. Mme. Masson, wife of 
the bank manager, living over the institution. 
thrust her head out of the window. Instantly two 
bullets struck, one breaking a pane of glass, the 
other flattening against the wall. Mme, Legendre, 
mother of the brave youth who was dying inside, 
ran from her apartment to the door of the bank. 

“Clear out of that, or I will kill you!” cried one 
of the robbers, thrusting the muzzle of an auto- 
matic in her face. 

Steam was up, the phantom chauffeur was at 
the wheel, and the car dashed away. As it swept 
through the hitherto quiet streets the audacious 
recklessness of the outlaws was manifested even 
more desperately than had been the case inside 
the bank. Citizens declare that they fired more 
than 200 shots from carbines and revolvers. Twice 
they fired at M. Masson, who had come running 
toward the bank.

Latest Photographs Show 
Panama Canal on Eve 
of Completion & Work 
to be Finished Nearly a 
Year and a Half Ahead 
of Time 





HE yreat Panama Caual, 
the dream of bygone cel- 
turies and the most colos- 
sal undertaking of modern 
times, is about to bécome 
an actual reality. 

This may seem a star- 
tling announcement’ to 
those whe have not fol- 
lowed the work in all its 
detail, but. it is not a 
far-fetched statement. At 
this very writing, while 
the engineering work is 
approaching completion, the great Gatun dam is 
ready to hold the accumulating waters of the 
Chagres River and its 26 tributaries, fed by the 


year, and the initial work of turning in the first 
water to make this huge artificial waterway has 


begun. 

This means that, barring unforeseen accidents 
Oo: economical meddling by Congress which 
would decrease the working force, the first ship 
will be sent from ocean to ocean as early as the 
end of vext summer—1913—although the official 
opening is not to be before Jan. 1, 1915. 

The authority for these statements is no less a 
personage than the actual constructor, the man 
who has successfully accomplished the greatest 
engineering feat the world has ever known—Col. 
‘Seorge W. Goethals. 

“If I am let alone, I shall put a ship through 
the canal by Sept. 1 of next year.” 


These words were spoken calmly and without 
emphasis, much in’ the manner that a Missis- 
sippi steamboat Captain might state that he was 
going to run his craft from St. Louis to Mem- 
phis, by Col. Goethals only about two weeks ago. 
He was talking to Collector of the Port William 
Loeb Jr.. R. A. C. Smith, chairman of the New 
York State Harbor Commission, and others. 

“Big” is a mildly expressive adjective to apply 
to such a vast enterprise. You first hear about

This is about nine miles in length, and the en- 
gineers have burrowed through with steam shovel 
and dynamite, and now will tell you that out 
of the great divide has been taken 90,000,000 cu- 
bic yards of earth and rock. And this is the 
real ditch, for the remainder of the canal will be 
the immense area of water to be known as Gatun 
Lake—the locks, and the approach channels on 
either side of the locks toward the oceans. 


According to a recent report of Col. Goethals, 
the entire length of the canal from deep water in 
the Atlantic to deep water in the Pacific is about 
fifty miles. Its length from shore to shore line is 
40 miles. In passing through it from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific a vessel will enter the ap- 
proach channel in Limon Bay, which will have 
a bottom width of 500 feet and extend to Gatun, 
a distance of about seven miles. 

At Gatun it will enter a series of three locks 
in flight and be lifted 85 feet to the level of 
Gatun Lake. It may steam at full speed through 
this lake, in a channel varying from 1000 to 500 
feet in width, for a distance of about twenty-four 
miles to Bas Obispo, where it will enter the 
Culebra cut. 

It will then pass through the nine miles of the 
cut in a channel with a bottom of about 300 
feet to Pedro Miguel. There it will enter a lock

THE NEW “BURKE'S” TELLS 


HO are the “The’s?”’ This is the 
question asked in England by the 
editor of ““Burke’s Landed Gentry,” 

and no one should be better qualified to answer 

it than is he. 

The elusive title of “The,” of course is used to 
indicate the headship or chieftainship of a tribe 
or clan. In England the title has never ex- 
isted. In Wales it has died. But in Scotland and 
Ireland, says the editor of Burke's, the craving 
for this old designation is an obsession. 

There is an old Scottish saying that in Scotland 
there are but three “The’s,’” The Chisholm, The 
Mackintosh and The Devil. Today there is much 
dispute as to who The Chisholm is, while the

claimants to the chieftainship of Clan Chattan 
are legion. 

In Ireland the position is clearer, for the right 
to chiefship was not hereditary, hut elective, 
though the expert admits that ‘this legal prin- 
ciple of the Irish was much tempered by in- 
formality of election, assassination, warfare and 
self-assertion.’” When Henry VIII partially es- 
tablished English law the right of election ceased 
to exist. 

Most of the chiefs, one by one, were made 
peers, and excepi possibly in one or two cases, 
the tribal title of “The” was discontinued.
